Some- 
times a shipment will come 
from a distinguished orchard 
in Oregon. 

He always orders in Sep- 
tember or October for the 
coming year’s supply - the 
apples are kept in the meat 
cooler. They are not exclus- 
ively for family use and 
enjoyment; many of the meat 
customers will include one 
apple for 65 cents; or per- 
haps a dozen for $7.80. 

It would take only one 
slice to convince any apple 
lover that they are more than 
delicious - they are delicious- 
ly delicious! I have one of 
the monsters in my refriger- 
ator.
